Louisville Bridge 


Will Be One of Most Substantial 


Structure* to Be Found on 


Platte River. 


(Special to The Star.) 


•PLATTSMOUTH. Neb. Sept. 20— 


Construction work on the new ve- 
hicular traffic bridge at Louisville 
is 
rapidly 
going 
forward. 
The 


Omaha Steel works Is constructing 
the bHdgc. and the job is under 
the supervision of State Inspector 
M. Alexander. A force of twenty- 
two men is at present at work and 
it is stated this number will be in- 
creased shortly. When completed. 
Louisville will have one of the best 
bridges in the state, it being of solid 
steel and concrete with a roadway 
of 20 feet. 
Many new features are being used 


in the srection of the spans. The 
massive girders used in carrying the 
concrete floor and load weigh 210 
pounds to the foot. They are rolled 
on the camber, or convex style, with 
a bow in the center and are the first 
girders of this kind to be used in 
this work west of the Mississippi. 


There are five steel pilings being 


driven to each bent. All cross brac- 
ings are electrically welded. Mr. 
Collinr stated these 1)iles are the 
heaviest ever driven for, a Platte 
river bridge. 
Louisville's own cement plant is 


furnishing the cement, for the floor. 
The four 60-foot spans are almost 
completed, the concrete having been 
poured this week.

A careful study of the business re- ' 
ports that have made their appear- 
ance since the initial upswing ol 
the fall revival was believed to t>e 
ready to get under way. reveals data 
of a generally disappointing char- 
acter. Indicatic s now point to the 
conclusion that the upturn will be 
less than seasonal, and that a genu- 
ine recovery in trade and industry 
will be postponed until the spring 
of 1931. 
Except in isolated cases, there is 
no -vigorous activity at the present 
time, yet instances of improvement, 
if not particularly impressive, are 
numerically more prominent. 
Reaction on a general scale was 
the order of the week in the se- 
curity markets. Prices which nad 
been 
gradually pointing l o w e r 


throughout the first fcur sessions 
of the week and scraping the lower 
limits of the trading range, broke 
shaipiy on Friday as concentrated 
bear pressure and genuine liquida- 
tion on the part of discouraged 
holders found little support in evi- 
dence except at concessions. Blue 
chip 
favorites were particularly 
hard hit, with issues of the calibre 
of American Can, General Electric, 
United States Steel and Westing- 
house showing a spread of 10 voints 
or more from their high and low 
prices of the week. 
Brokers Loans Mount.- 
An increase of $79,000,000 in brok- 


ers' loans in the week ended Sep- 
tember 17, conveyed the impression 
that some distribution had been 
taking place in the market, thus 
weakening the technical position of 
stocks. The expiration of rights and 
new financing, however, undoubt- 
edly were other factors in the sharp 
bulge in these borrowings. 
Irregularity still continues to ex- 
ist in the iron and steel trades al- 
though it is not without its en- 
couraging phases. Among these is 
the fact that some buyers have 
shown a disposition to enter more 
freely upon forward committments, 
marking a change from the long 
continued policy of hand-to-mouth 
buying. That has been the week's 
outstanding feature, and it is par- 
ticularly noticeable in pig iron, 
with a number of large consumers 
covering for the remainder of this 
year, and in a few cases through 
the first half of 1931, according to 
The Iron Age.

trade are that September output 
v/ill hardly exceed the low of Aug- 
ust, with the total output for the 
year placed by The Iron Age at 
about 3,800,000 cars, as against 5,- 
600,000 cars last year, 3,580,000 cars 
in 1927, and an average for seven 
years from 1923 to 1929 of 4,379,000 
cars. 
Price Level Softens. 


The commodity price level, which 


had ruled firm for several weeks, 
has again showed softening tend- 
encies. 
The 
Annalist 
index of 


wholesale commodity prices stands 
at 124.3, a loss cf hnlf a point 
from last week's index. The'feature 
in this respect was the further re- 
duction of quotations on copper, 
•which at present levels of 10% 
cents per pound, is the lowest in 
more than thirty years. 
Foreign trade figures for August 
continue to reflect the low state 
of worldwide business. Both im- 
ports and exports remain sub- 
stantially under the monthly aver- 
age of other recciit years,

TO PAY GUNMEN 


Seized Chicago Records 


Show Gangsters Ex- 


torted Thousands. 


State's Attorney's Men 
" Batter Through Safe 


to Get Evidence. 


' CHICAGO, Sept. 20 (U. >.)— 
State's 
attorney's 
men battered 


through the walls of the Coal Hik- 
ers union safe this afternoon with 
eledgc hammers and revealed that 
George' "Red" Barker, 
west side 
gangster, had received at least $4.- 
400 recently "for services" from tbe 
union. 
The 
$4.400 
brought 
Barker's 


Bcore for a busy day of investiga- 
tion into Chicago labor racketeering 
to almost $15,000, with more revela- 
tions promised by the state's attor- 
ney's office. 
Earlier payments of 


•10,000 to 
Barker by the Coal 
Teamsters union were revealed in 
i-ecords seized recently as the first 
move to stamp out the practice of 


, hoodlums in "muscling into" unions 
and extracting all the ready cash 
paid in by working men as dues. 
Barker, who has a long police 
record and is one o fthe twenty-six 
"public enemies" recently outlawed 
by Judge John Lyle, was revealed 
in the coal Hikers union records as 
a racketeer of more than ordinary 
business acumen. 
' 
A coal hiker, it was explained, is 
fa man who packs coal from the 
truck to the basement window. 
Attorneys Get 51,000. 
One of the transactions revealed,. 


!Was that three criminal attorneys 
received a check for $1,000 for le- 
gal services from the union' at the 
time Barker was facinj a. murder 
charge. 
Barker apparently was not con- 
tent with drawing a salary from 
the union for theoretical services, 
but also wanted to lay aside some- 
thing for the holidays. It was re- 
vealed that each -week $20 in union 
fiinds was deposited in a Christmas 
savings account in his name. 
Checks f o r t h e remaining 
amounts to total $4,400 were made 
out to cash and endorsed by Barker 
•hd constituted his "salary" 
: 
The union treasury showed a bal- 


,iance of $1,300 on August '30, after 
Barker had received his checks. 
Safe Is Smashed. 
The union refused to open the 


Safe, so Assistant State's Attorney 
Bridewell found a dozen sledge ham 
mers and smashed it. He said the 
"examination that turned up the 
-f!*,400 was a hasty one and that 
probably more will appear later. 
Shortly before that files, of the 
Coal Teamsters union disclosed that 
this union, too, had paid for attor- 
neys to defend Barker in one of his 
numerous brushes with the law. On 
this occasion the sum was $5,000, 
the 
prosecutors announced.^ Not 
only did th.2 union .pay the legal 
expenses of Barker, but also paid 
those 
of Wiliam 
Clifford 
and 


• Michael Reilley who were on trial 


With him. 
"Records of the trial did not show

vember egg futures dropped to 24'/4 
cents in trading on the mercantile 
exchange today, the lowest price 
level since 1922, in a heavy wave 
of frenzied selling. 
Wholesale prices of eggs also 
have -slumped to the lowest levels 
touched in the last ten years dur- 
ingthe month of September. 
. The ten-year average price level 
of firsts is 35.26 cents per dozen. 
Today the wholesale price of firsts 
is 25 cents. That price is 4.4 cents 
under the previous low of Septem- 
ber, 1922, and 27.5 cents under "the 
Tiighest prices, in September, 1920. 
The decline in prices was chiefly 
attributed to the enormous surplus

are suffering from depression caused 
by an overproduction of wheat and 
farm products. They want help 
from Europe and even from over- 
seas nations, leading toward an ex- 
change of their agricultural prod- 
ucts in return for low tariff sched- 
ules admitting industrial products 
into their countries. 
Gliwic, in a stirring appeal to the 
second commission of the league 
dealing with technical problems, 
called attention to the economic de- 
pression and invited the league to 
call a general agricultural confer- 
ence as soon as possible, using as a 
basis of discussion the recommenda- 
tions adopted at the Warsaw con- 
ference, at which Eastern European

Although Gliwic said the commis- 
sion 7/2.3 not directed against any 
group of nations, it is obvious that 
a successful combination of the 
eight nations, if extended to other 
European -nations under the Briand 
federation, would effectively check 
European importations of North and 
South American wheat.

A Plymouth lifeboat 
rescued her crew. 


The British steamer Shesham also

Houses collapsed in the gale at 
Netherton, in Worcestershire.

Folkestone trees were uprooted and 
roofs blown away.

Reading in a blinding rain storm. 
Traffic - •eras blocked between sta- 
tions, but no one was injured. 
At times the gale appeared to be 
diminishing over the channel, but 
continued to rage along the coast. 
Communications were hampered 
by the,destruction of wires both in 
England and France.

Urac- 
ticallv all of this money is myablc 
to depositors in failed banks, and 
it Is inexcusable that a state de- 
nartment or receivers of failed banks 
should risk .the loss of money sal- 
vaged from failed banks, after the 
depositors have already suffered the 
loss of. in most cases. th<! major 
part of their original deposits.1' 


Reference is made bv the chief 
accountant to a denosit item of 
Sl.OOO in the Dixon State bank of 
Dixon, as of December 31.

Obituary 


WILLIAM PATRICK RIEJJLY. 
William Patrick Rielly was the 


son of William and Catherine 
Rielly. He was bora at Ottawa, 111., 
September 4, 1848. When about 10 
years of age he came with his par- 
ents to Amana. la., where he grew 
to manhood. He was married Aug. 
9. 1876. to Mary Joanna Gallup. 
Three children were bom to this 
union, the oldest dying in. infancy. 


The other two. Henry G. and 
Christobel D. Rie% survive him, to-, 
gether with his wife. Mary; a 
brother. Maurice J. of Maxwell; a 
sister. Mrs. Cecelia Buchtel of North 
Platte and five granddaughters. 


In 1878 he came to Nebraska and 
settled near the -village of Palmyra. 
For a time he operated a cheese 
factory and dairy. Later he taught 
school in Otoe county for several 
years. In 1893 he moved his family 
to the village of Douglas and en- 
gaged in the well. *,umo and repair 
•business •which he followed for 
many years. 


He was of genial and kindly dis- 
position and took a keen interest in 
the affairs of the community. He 
was always respected as a man of 
sound judgment and sterling char- 
acter. He served as a justice of the 
peace for sixteen years in the vil- 
lage of Douglas. In 1915 the family 
moved to its present home in Beth- 
any. Mr. Rielly continued actively 
In his work for a number of years 
but wss finally forced, by failing

engaged industrially in Lincoln will 
take part in the expanded program 
01 the Y. M. C. A. during the com- 
ing year,' acording to A. E. Wolf, 
industrial seretary of the " Y." The 
association has always stressed its 
program for the men and boys in 
industry, and this year its activities 
will be expanded. The program 
ranges from physical training and 
get-together classes and gatherings 
for newspaper boys to baseball, bas- 
ketball, bowling and checker tour- 
naments for the boys and men em- 
ployed by the large industrial cor- 
porations. 


J. H. Agee, general, manager of 
the Lincoln Telephone Co., and 
president of the community chest, 
in which the "Y" is a participating 
agency, declares that the -work the 
Y. M. C. A. is doing in his institu- 
tion is worth many thousands of 
dollars a year to the company. The 
interest engendered among the em- 
ployes who take part in the various 
"Y" sponsored athletic tournaments 
and 
educational classes h e l p s 


greatly to keep the employ* morale 
and tends to make the workmen 
more satisfied and efficient, he 
says. The "Y" activities also de- 
velop character and personality 
among the men and boys who take 
part. 
Objective Cited. 


"The objective of the Lincoln Y. 


M. C. A. in the industrial field is 
to move the whole Y. M. C.' A., all 
that it is and all that it dose, closer 
to the men and boys hi industry, 
says Mr. Wolf. "This means, of 
course, that since the objective of 
the "Y" as a whole is Christian 
character, the objective of the asso- 
ciation in the industrial field is the 
development of Christian character 
in the men and boys in industry. 


"Relating the whole Y. M. C. A. 
to the men and boys in industry is 
not so much a department of work 
as it is a field m which all the de- 
partments find expression. Depart- 
mental secretaries are expected to 
become fully acquainted with this 
field and adapt their programs and 
schedules, to meet the needs of in- 
dustrial men and boys who might 
be encouraged to take advantage of 
opportunities of self improvement. 
Stress Human Factor. 


"The great need felt by the em- 


ployer is for -increased efficiency in 
production," Mr. Wolf 
continues. 
"The greatest factor in production 
is the human factor, and the great- 
est element in the human factor is 
the spirit. Human efficiency in- 
volves physical, mental and spirit- 
ual standards, the greatest of which 
is spiritual. Sustained efficiency is 
impossible 
without a 
character 
basis. Because the Y. M. C. A.'s 
product is all-around character, it 
serves the employer's best interests. 
The great need felt by employes is 
greater fraternity, the recognition 
of their relations as men as well as 
of their rights as workers. Not 
wages, hours or conditions alone, 
but relationships are the great con-- 
cern of the workers. With increas- 
ing democracy in industry, mdi7 
vidual character becomes more im- 
portant since no safe fraternity is 
maintaied without a character basis. 


"The Y. M. C. A. board of direc- 
tors hopes through its industrial 
work that the men and boys em- 
ployed in industry will, first, be- 
come better acquainted, with the 
whole Y. M. C. A. program; second, 
take advantage of the opportunities 
for self development offered by tne

Home com- 
panies,-however, are taxed on their 
:ull capital, though payment on that 
jasis is being resisted in the courts 
by two or three.

nual tax comes due July 1 and is 
delinquent August 1. After the lat- 
ter date, a 15 per cent penalty is 
added.

The "pro" told Trevor more than 
that—but why prolong the list? Is- 
n't that enough to cause lady tour- 
nament golfers to organize them- 
selves into a lynching squad and 
try to learn who is this Scot? 
Elaborating on the things that 
happen to lassies who go in for 
tournament golf, which means con- 
sistent day-after-day play, either in 
practice for a tournament or in ac- 
tual competition, the Scot told 
Trevor in substance. 
"There's hardly any form of sport 
that throws a harder strain on the 


neck than golf. It develops thensck 
muscles tremendously. When a wom- 
an gets ready to swing, she must 
brace solidly. That means spreading 
the feet and doing that makes for 
big feet and ankles. Naturally, the 
gripping of the clubs and the swing- 
ing means calloused hands made 
big through muscular development 
and Dig wrists and forearms wholly 
out of tune with the idea of fem- 
inine daintiness and loveliness. 
"When driving or approaching in 


golf, the fast, ' powerful 
stroke 


swings the body from the relaxed 
right side to the braced left. The 
result is the development of bulg- 
ing muscles on the left side of the 
body. Golf imposes peculiar stresses 
upon the legs and builds for the 
woman hard-fibred 
muscles like

That is the suggestion of James J. 
Corbett—"Geaileman Jim"—dean ot 
the older generation of ring cham- 
pions, for ending the epidemic of 
fistic 
decisions 
baser 
on 
'"low 


punches." 


A coupon on his ticket, entitling 


the spectator to see the fight fought 
over again if, either contestant goes 
out on a. low blow, Corbett declares, 
would soon put an end to the foul 
problem. Fighters, knowing they 
would have to fight the bout over 
without an additional purse would 
be more careful not to hit low and 
also less ready to lay down and 
take the count because a blow 
chanced to land below the belt 
Th? fight "game as it is today, 
"Gentleman Jim." declares, is no 
longer a sport. At the best, it is 
industry; at the worst a "racket." 


Bunch of Baby-Whiners. 


"As"I begin my sixty-fifth year," 
writes this veteran of the prize-ring 
in an October magazine, I seriously 
wonder if I shouldn't train for a 
few weeks and fight some of the 
baby-whining milk-sops that fall to 
the floor whenever they are hit in 
the stomach. In my day I have 
been hit low many times, but I 
never once thought of claiming a 
foul. 


"Nowadays almost every big fight 
winds up. with a foul. The unini- 
tiated fan thinks the poor chap is 
going to die or at least become a 
cripple for life. But the next day 
—about time to collect, his money 
at the commission office—you see 
the 
fouled fighter walking about 
as chipper as ever and ready to 
meet another foul opponent." 


Reviews Historic Bouts. 


As a contrast to the modern 
financial fights, where the loser 
pulls down more cash than the 
winners of the old-time fights ever 
dreamed of, Corbett reviews some of 
the historic bouts of the days when 
fights were to a finish and the 
winner tocK all. His own fight with 
Peter Jackson, when he was not 
yet 21, which went 61" rounds to a 
draw, was not devoid of low blows, 
but neither fighter yelled for quar- 
ter or a decision on a, foul. 
"The surest way to fight pro- 
moters and racketeers," says Cor- 
bett, "is through their pockebooks. 


Guarantee of Real Fight. 


"If the 'foul-check' plan were to 


adopted, there would be a marked 
falling: off in the number of fouls. 
The fans would be guaranteed 
a 
real fight—if not at the first bout, 
then on a lated date. 
"If the weak-kneed foul-shouters 
were to have to go through two or 
three fights for nothing, we should 
develop a sturdier race of men who 
•would go Into the ring for some- 
thing more than mere money. Any- 
way, it would be a relief to get 
away from the groans of the dying 
gladiators!" 


In all the history of pugilism, no commentator ever produced a per- 


centage column of the wins and losses of the famous figures of the ring 
until George Hussey set to work to compile the table printed below. In 
arranging the table, Mr. Hussey examined every record extant and checked' 
it with his personal library on boxing, so that there is no gainsaying the 
fact that he has produced a reference feature as accurate as human in- 
genuity can make it.

Hussey's table gives the names of the boxers in alphabetical order, 


their birth year, when they started and quit fighting, how many fights 
won and lost, their age at starting and quitting, years engaged in box- 
ing, titles won in various divisions and the year in which they were won. 
Obviously, nil draws and no-decision contests were omitted, inasmuch as 
they can't be figured in percentage.

Sap Has Great Day.

Here Young Jack Thompson, who 
once knocked out Joe Dundee, J,he 
welterweight champion, in a non- 
title bout, and who licked Jackie 
Fields in a title bout after twice los- 
ing to Jackie in non-title, over- 
weight affairs, has been out-pomt- 
2d for the title by Tommy Freeman. 
Thompson's manager should have 
known better, th' poor sap! He en- 
gineered Thompson into the title Dy 
making a sap of Rooney, and here 
he goes and lets the manager of an 
old timer like Freeman show him 
ip. 
That Sad, Sad Tale. 


It's a sad tale, that of 
Jack 


Thompson's manager. He got just 
exactly $1485 for his fighter 
for 
beating Fields in the title fight at 
Detroit, and here he has tossed oif 
his "asset" without cashing in for 
more than ham and bean money. 
Yes he matched Thompson against 
Fields, and to induce Jackie to let 
the third trip go as a real honest 
to goodness championship fight and 
draw a good gate, after Fields had 
licked Thompson twice, he consent- 
ed to Shylock terms. 
Thompson was to get $10,000 for 


fighting Fields, if he lost,.and only 
$2 500 for expense money if he won. 
He won, and" the expenses ate Up all 
but the $14.85. After that Young 
Jack fought Young Corbet m in 
San Francisco and took the licking 
of his young life, but it wasn't a 
title affair. Young Corbett IH had 
to come in a pound 
overweignt, 


which kept the title safe. 


Still More Sadness. 
It was shortly after that that the 
sad part came in. Young Oorbett's 
manager hustled around, got back- 
ing and offered Thompson a guar- 
antee Of $65,000 in real money to 
fight Corbett again without making 
Corbett 
ccme in a pound over- 


weight, with the title at 
stake 
Thompson's manager flaUy refused 
to accept He was very candid, 
"Thompson never will fight Cor- 


oett while I'm managing him," ne 
said, "because I know Corbett can 
oeat him. We'e gotta make some 
•noney out of this 
championship. 


We can get $75,000 to fight McLarn- 
m in New York, and even if Mc- 
Larnm licks him we'll be 
$10,000 


better off than if Corbett licks him. 
Meanwhile we can clean up nicely 
by taking on a few suckers." 
Then Came Freeman. 
The first "sucker," as it happened 


very unfortunately for Young Jack 
Thompson, was the Cleveland vet- 
eran, Tommy Freeman. Of course 
on paper, Tcmmy didn't figure to 
have a chance, as Thompson is a 
pretty good welterweight 
with 
a 
record. Tommy has been a 
good 
sturdy fighting man, and his rec- 
ord is a sturdy fighting man's rec- 
ord but it isn't sensational. 
He has knocked .out a lot of other 


fairly good fighters, and won a 
bunch of decisions, none of his vic- 
tims being quite of championship 
class. He has been a busy fighter, 
taking them as they came and mak- 
ing no fuss over it. And he has a 
good chin, because only one knock- 
out has been scored against him. 
joe Dundee did that four years ago, 
when he still could fight. 


Badly Tired Champion. 


But the sturdy fighting man, not 


brilliantly clever but able to stick 
out a useful left hand, took on 
Thompson just as if 
Thompson 
was another palooka. He fought ag- 
gressively, weathered 
Thompson's 


occasional flurries, came up from a 
knockdown to go on fighting and, 
in the end, tired the champion out 
, 
and *wk the fight away from him. 
It's hard to know just what kind 


of a champion Tommy Freeman will 
he or how long he'll last. Maybe he 
will go on fighting sturdily and not 
be bothered with trying to proteci 
his title "asset" by every trick and 
subteifuge, like other champicns 
But that's almost too much to ex- 
pect in these days.

Princeton 
and Rutgers played the first game 
of American Intercollegiate foot- 
ball some 60 jears ago and theie 
were no gate receipts. The game 
then was the property of the play- 
ers, and of the undergraduates of 
the two universities who happened 
tt> be interested. 
In the older colleges in the east, 
there never has been any appeal 
for popular support for intercol- 
legiate football. In fact, for most 
of the games played by some of 
them there is no room for the gen- 
eral public, as the students, the 
alumni and then: very intimate 
friends can pack the stadia for 
the entire football season. 
It may be different with the 
younger colleges of the west. It 
seems that then they do need and 
crave gate receipts to build bigger 
stadia. The commercial side tnere 
does seem to count quite as much 
as it does in the business of pro- 
moting professional baseball.

Motors and Their Care 


Auto Notes 


Motorists who drive with only one 
headlight are a grave source of 
danger on a highway. 
Pioper lubrication is essential in 


conserving power and prolonging the 
life of the average car. 
When an inner tube is immersed 
in water to show a leak, make a 
mark around the hole with an in- 
delible pencil. 
A slight leak of the cylinder head 
gasket can be discovered by pouring 
oil around the edges of it and look- 
ing for bubbles. 
It is not unusual to find the elec- 
tric horn inoperative. Remove the 
instrument from its bracket and 
clean and oil it occasionally. 
Trouble will result if gasoline in 
the tank is allowed to run low en- 
ough to suck sediment and water in- 
to the feed lines and carburetor. 
It is very important to know con- 
siderable about an engine before 
any attempt is made to change an 
adjustment. Many adjustments are 
made by untrained persons who fail 
to realize that they are reducing the 
efficiency of the engine. 


When Coasting; Down Lone Hill. 
It is poor economy to shut olf the 
ignition when coasting down a long 
hill. Unburned gas is sucked into 
the cylinders and cuts the oil so that 
its efficiency as a lubricant is im- 
paired.

Clean Glass Gives Comfort in Driv-

The headlight-1; and rear light can- 
not perform their funcitons satis- 
factorily if the glass on an automo- 
bile is dirty. Lights, too, are use- 
less if permitted to be covered with 
dirt and dust. For safety and gen- 
eral efficiency 
all glass in doors, 


windows and lights should be spot- 
lessly clean. 


Reg-rind Cylinders for Better Engine 


Performance. 


The only remedy to prevent crank- 
case oil from getting black and thin 
is new piston rings, proyided the 
cylinder walls are not too much out 


so they ?an be dipped in a cup of 
hot water into whichenough sal soda 
or baking &oda has been dissolved 
to make a strong solution. Ammonia 
and water also is elfectivc. if the 
corrosion is extra heavy much of it 
first should be scraped off. Alter 
the terminals are clear of corrosion, 
rinse in hot water and dry- Then 
icconnect them tightly and coat 
with va.seline to protect agains1.

Vibration and corrosion are the 
chief causes of electrical derange- 
ments.

Dirty contacts should

Replacing: a Spark Plug 


It is always a good practice, when 
replacing a spark plug, to make a 
patte ol some flake graphite <md 
linseed oil (or if not linseed oil, 
cylinder oil), and to smear this on 
the threads of the'plug. This will 
not only help to make the plug 
tight but will prevent the plug and 
the metal of the cylinder from fus- 
ing together, due to the heat, so 
that the plug cannot be taken out. 


Worth Remembering. 


Never pour water suddenly in the 
radiator of a car when burning oil 
can be smelled 
It should "be left 
standing at least an hour before re- 
filling the cooling system. When re- 
filling 
the radiator, the 
engine 
snould be allowed to idle in order 
to distribute the cold water equally 
throughout the 
cooling 
system, 


thereby lessening the possibility of 
causing damage by sudden cooling. 


How to Prevent Corrosion, 


To remove corrosion from the 


terminal;; on the storage battery of 


primary ignition circuit can put the 
engine out of business, an urehable 
contact in a headlight circuit in- 
volves driving in total darkness at 
night, and a break in the horn con- 
nections may mean a collision. 
There is one pair of contacts \fhich

County Officials 
May Enforce Care 
Of Dependent Kin 
Disposition shown in several re- 
cent cases in this county on the 
part of second degree""relatives of 
dependent persons to refuse provi- 
sion for their care will probably 
force county officials to exercise 
rights of statute to enforce such 
care.

Noise from Dirty Contacts. 
Corrosion an4 dirt contribute 


Tiost of the noise when the dial or 
certain controls are moved. Loud 
crackling noises that occur only 
when these controls are moved in- 
dicate a poor contact in that ele- 
ment. The tuning dial or the vol- 
ume control should, when found to 
)e noisy, be twisted rapidly back 
and forth several times as a means 
of cleaning and polishing the slid- 
ing contacts and as a rule it will be 
found that the noise can be worked 
out of the control by this simple 
jrocess. When it proves to be in- 
effective, 
the 
indication is that 
;h£re is too much dirt or too loose a 
contact somewhere and it should be 
;iven the necessary mechanical at- 
;ention. 


Location and Length of Antenna. 
A good antenna is the most im- 
portant factor in radio reception. 
?or general reception, the straight 
single horizontal wr-e has been 
"ound best when placed in a posi- 
;ion as free as possible from other 
wires and metal structures, and, 
where possible, installed at right 
angles to all other wires This gen- 
erally means at right angles to the 
nearest street or -vertical. 
Never 
cross over or under power or trol- 
ley wires with the antenna struc- 
ture and always use an approved 
lightning arrester correctly 
in- 


stalled. For best signal strength on 
the broadcast waves, a horizontal 
wire about 100 feet long and 50 
feet high is generally superior. Ob- 
viously, such an antenna should bc 
electricallv shortened by a 
small 


series condensed of .00025 to .001 
microfarads to adapt it to modern 
receivers, except in locations remote 
from broadcastinir stations 
As a 
rule, both height and length must 
be -iptermmed by available antenna 
fastening facilities. 


Location of Set in Home.

should lot have any influence in 


den in the fact that the signals can 
be made as loud as ever on local 
stations if not on distant ones. For 
this reason the average owner does 
not suspect that his rectifier is not 
working as it should He does not 
realize that he has been continually 
advancing the \-olume control in 
order to maintain the volume. In 
fact, there is so little advance ie- 
quired in the volume control setting 
as to go quite naturally unnoticed. 
It is well, therefore, to suspect and 
to have the rectifier tube tested in 
case trouble is noticed by a hum 
that has appeared gradually.

"FW1HESE oxen are of the 


JL bigness and color of 


our bulls, but their horns are 
not so great. They have a 
great bunch upon their fore- 
shoulders, 
and more hair 


upon their fore-part than on 
their hinder-part; and it is 
like wool. They have, as it 
were, a horse mane upon 
their back bone, and much 
hair, and very long from the 
knees downward. They have 
great tufts of, hair .hanging 
down their foreheads, and it 
seemeth they have beards, 
because of the great store of 
hair hanging down at their 
chins and throats .... Fin- 
ally, it is a fierce beast of 
countenance 
and form of 


body." 


In this fashion did Cor- 


onado describe the "hump- 
backed cows" or buffalo of 
the Nebraska country for his 
government, 390 years ago. 


A state has come. Ribbons cf 
rails, streamers of long, white hfgn- 
ways lattice the state. Office build- 
ings, 
homes, 
stables, 
garages, 
churches, schools, stations, markets 
have burst through the praine 
grasses. A million people crush the 
marks of the old paths. 
Civilization has brought much. 
But it has taken, even as it has 
given. 
Possibly, its destruction of wild 


life U not the least of its tolls. 


Animal Drama Vanishing. 
Coronado's description of the 
evil-dispositioned buffalo does not 
make one long to meet them. <rith- 
cut benefit of fence. Tet. with the 
careless killing of the American 
bison of Nebraska's early plains, 
went a bit of its own native, in- 
dividual drama. 
What is true of the buffalo is 
also true of other wild life of those 
early days. Elk, dser. antelope, 
mountain sheep have all bad life 
chapters similar to those of toe 
buftalo. 
In 1833, Prince Maximilian of 
Germany, traveling up the Mis- 
souri wrote: "Near by we saw trails 
of Indians...and on tne trees the 
places where the stags nibbed their 
growing antlers." 
Many Baffalo Stories. 
Early pioneers make frequent 
mcntiw pf the bison, ta one is * 
tale of a herd of thirty that caine 
within ten leet of the cabin do«. 
That was in the middle TO*. No* 
and again, a decade fcucr. a Imitate 
would appear in the midst of a 
nerd being driven to market :n UK 
eastern part of the state. A dim, 
dark line marking the horizon, one 
tells, was. a line of buffalo, -thou- 
sands of them. 


A country ol wfld life...Nebraska 
-€0 and 70 years ago. Mammoth 
nerds of buffalo roamed the plains. 
Lonrtmte of thousands of tnem. 
typical of the then scarcely con- 
quered land. Elk in larse bancis 
roamed through the middle and 
•wretern part of aac state. The tree- 
»ringsd banks of the streams or the 
heavier woodlands of the east Wd: 
the white tailed and the bl*ck- 
taflcd deer, which also liked tfce 
lonely s-»ndhin regions. 
Anlelcjy; were at home in most 
parts oJ the state, even ventarlne 
to within a short distance of the 
eastern boundary. Jn the «oni- 
iJKrcrntaJnons country of the north- 
ern vert some rasnrntain Oxca.'. 
Prairie chicken, c^afl. wild tanjev 
•were lax more atrund»nt than thev 
arc today. 


Became Xtmllies. 
An occasional small herd of bul- 
I«o raced across the pastures «T< 
the eastern part of the state in the 
Miter pan of the TOs. bnt Shev 
were becoming noveHJcs. The 
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section stUl retained Its primitive 
aspects, with buffalo, antelope, elk, 
and deer running in bands. 
It is told that the Otoes went on 
their last hunt in 1874. They 
traveled 400 miles before they found 
the buffalo that had once darkened 
the plains near their teepees. They 
did not return until February, 1875, 
and they brought the meat and 
hide from only fifteen buffalo. 
The elk and the buffalo, the an- 
telope and the deer, with their lesser 
brethren are coming; back. Not ir* 
such numbers, of course. Their 
open country is gone. Nebraskans, 
today, wouldn't care to see a lew 
bison lingering around the garage, 
and most door yards aren't planned 
for the accommodation of antelope 
families. 
Opening Game Reserve. 
The .game, forejtation, and parks 
commission of Nebraska is opening 
a state game reserve in the Wild 
Cat hills. 15 miles south of Oering. 
It lies on State Highway No. 39 
between Kimball and Scottsbluff, in 
the pine dotted slopes of the buttes 
and crags and rocky slopes of Uiis 
picturesque western country. 
This undertaking is the first state 
refuge for big game in Nebraska. ~- 
There is a federal preserve near 
Valentine, but this is the first at- 
tempt of the state to save the past 
lor the future. 
According to Frank B. O'Connell, 
chairman of the commission, the 
refuge will be a definite picture, for 
Nebraskans of years to come; of 
wild life In the days of- the terri- 
tory and early state. It is an* at- 
tempt, he explains, to show the fu- 
ture."-the annuals nature to Ne- 
braska, which have *o nearly dis- 
appeared. 
' Fencing1 Reserve. 
One thousand acres are Included 
in the reserve, but only 300 are 
being fenced at this time. Forty 
men have been engaged in putting 
up 1,000 rods of fencing. And the 
work will be completed soon. The 
first stock will be placed there in 
October. 
« t 
These* native Nebraska animals 
aren't to roam in or out of the state 
at will, and" wander Into the hills, 
or-not. as'instinct leads them. The 
latest descendants of Nebraska wild 
life, which antedated no one knows 
how many hundreds of years the 
coming of the white man and th« 
operations of the machine ace, are 
to be brought to their pastures hi 
trucks. They are coming back to 
the one-time native heath of their 
ancestors like anj cattle being 
taken to market, instead of stream- 
ing across a dawn-reddened prairie 
in a mad sweep of pounding hoott. 
A down younv buffalo are to be 
brought from wind Cave national 
game reserve in the. Black hills. 
They will be yearling stock, for 
their elders are too difficult of 
management Mr. orconneD Is now 
negotiating with the game author- 
ities in Wyoming about tradinc 
some Nebraska pheasants for twelve 
antelope. Young elk, to the num- 
ber of twelve, are to be brought 
from the national reserve at Valen- 
tine, ' nan Other Animal*. 
Plans are being made to add 
mountain sheep and deer, next year, 
but the buffalo arc to arrive first. 
Native game biids. such as prairie 
chicken and quail, win ft* placed 
ttvcre later. 
The refuge, purchased In part by 
the state and teased school lands, 
for the remainder, has been divided 
into three rather small pastures, 
aad a control corrall, so that the* 
animals can be removed from one 
pasture to another without eseap- 
iag from tbe reserve. The hffljt fur- 
nish an excellent natural Sack- 
ftroand for the animals, and the 
pastares have been made small, so 
that the animals can be seen from 
the road. 
With the natural iij=%aw of the 
3vcr4s, larger grazing spaces will be 
opeied. The federal government 
annually sells to individuals or gives 
to the states, animals that can not 
be cared for on the national pre- 
serves. Mr. OXSunneM wfll ^ec 
some of these to aid Sn bunding 
the herds at Gcrin?.

XTRAODINRARY- is

pared by E. E. Blackman, 
curator of the Nebraska State 
Historical society museum, 
was enriched within the last 
week by the addition of a 
coupl 2 of new sites. Two Otoe 
Indian village ruins were dis- 
covered last week end, both 
of them hitherto unknown, 
the one had been noted previ- 
ously but not investigated, 
the other was found rather 
by chance. 


The first village ruin is on the 
near its 
bank of Pawnee creek, 
mouth. This crsek is 
a 
small 


stream which flows north and joins 
the Platte river a few miles east of 
Ashland, and drains a rich, rolling 
country. 
. 
On Axel Nelson Farm. 
This site, about forty acres in ex- 
tent, is on the farm of Axel Nelson, 
in Section 9, T. 12 N.. R. 10 East, 
and is beautifully located, very near 
the Platte river, in a level valley, 
•well surrounded by bluffs 
from 
which to watch approaching ene- 
mies. Mr. Blackman determined 
that the Otoe Indians had a village 
long before- the advent of the white 
man, as not a single evidence of 
contact with white men was found 
In the ruin. 
Driving along a ridge in the same 


vicinity, always with an exploratory 
eye for indications of early life, the 
explorers discovered a second rum, 
in Sarpy county, across the Platte 
river and a little farther down 
stream. At a point* where the 
bluffs approach near the river west 
of the fisheries, at the mouth of a 
creek, or at the point where it flows 
out of the bluffs, in a level valley, 
stood an ancient Otoe village, built 
ione before white men sold steel 
arrows and brass kettles to the 
tribe. This ruin covers a hundred 
avres, and is thickly strewn with 
pottery 
and broken flints. Mr. 


Wimberly and Mr Karlson secured 
a number of perfect arrows, knives, 
and scrapers, and Mr. Blackman 
added the new sites to his map 


- Break-Off of Winnebaeoes. 
The Otoe tribe, Mr. Blackman 


states, belongs to the great Siouxan 
linguistic family, and is a break- 
off from the Wmnebago tribe. The 
original home of the Winnebagoes 
at the time when the Otoe and Iowa 
tribes broke away was in the lake 
region. The Otoes were called "Fish 
Eaters" and practiced agriculture. 
They ere seen by various explorers 
in Iowa and southern Minnesota 
prior to 1700. 
* 
When white men first met the 
Otoes, they occupied the southeast 
portion of Nebraska. They lived 
along both sides of the Platte river 
and hunted over the entire south- 
eastern section of the state. One 
explorer tells us that they "lifed 
near the Omahas" and another 
writes that "they were under the 
protection of the powerful Pawnee 
tribe" It is known that the Pa- 
nees and Otoes were usually friendly. 
The Missouri tribe lived with them 
and was always mentioned as "Otoe 
and Missouri" tribe.* 
Mr. Blackman has pointed out 
that, knowing the nature of the In- 
dians and understanding that the 
earth house he built lasted but a 
few years and did not readily ad- 
mit oi repair, it is rot surprising the 
number of ruins that are found. 
They likewise had the habit of mov-

Otoes undoubtedly came to this area 
prior to 1700, so that they had a 
considerable number of years in 
which to build new villages, desert 
them, and rebuild in new locations. 


Nrnnb.r of Vlllaces Remain. 


A number of village ruins exist. 
There is one at Ithaca, one at 
Wahoo, and one near Yutan, where 
Ellsworth visited the tribe in 1833. 
A fourth is at Lmwood, another six 
miles above the mouth of the Platte, 
where Moses Merrill was a mission- 
ary, and one on the south side of 
the Platte near Cedar creek. The 
last was the reservation in Gage 
county, where the^entire tribe, num- 
bering 500, was gathered in 1865. 
The remnant was removed to Okla- 
homa in 1880-82 
Lewis and Clark 


held council with the Oto.es at I'ort 
Calhoun in 1804. 


The artifacts and pottery of the 


Pawnee and Otoe were similar, but 
not identical 
While the ir angu- 


lar "war points'" are found in both 
Pawnee and Otoe sites, the Otoe 
point is usually wider at Jhe base 
•and the sides are curved slightly, 
giving them a distinct characteristic, 
distinguishable from the Pawnee 
point, generally more of a true tri- 
angle. 


The scrapers are similar, accord- 
ing to Mr. Blackman, but the. Otoe 
sometimes chipped notches in the 
side, as shown in the illustration. 
The early Otoe' pottery is "sand 
tempered," while Pawnee pottery 
often has crushed pot-sberds as 
tempering, and invariably contains 
a sprinkling of mica in its makeup. 
The Osages used crushed clam 
shells for tempering pottery. Be- 
cause of these very definite charac- 
teristic.1?, it is not difficult to de- 
termint which occupied a '•uin.

Otoe ruins will be found in Sarpy 
and Cass ciunties, as wlel as farther 
up the Platte river. George Peter- 
son of Ashland brought to the his- 
torical society a splendid collection 
of Otoe material last year, which 
1*11 make a very good illustration 
of the life of the 'Otoes and Missouri 
tribe while it was in'Nebraska. 
Major A. L. Green, government 


agent to this tribe from 1869 to 
1873. has a very instructive article 
on this tribe in Volume XXI of the 
Nebraska State Historical society 
publications. Persons residing near 
ruins of any kind are asked to re- 
port them to the historical society, 
to be used in the archaeological map 
of Nebraska.

Bill In Senate. 
The first mentioning, officially, 


wo have of the name "Nebraska" 
was in 1844, when Stephen. A. 
Douglas iitroduced a bill in the 
United States senate to create a 
territory of that name. The word 
is derived from the Omaha or Otoe 
language. 
"Nebrath-ke"' or Ne- 
prath-ke," which means "broad and 
shallow water," referring probably 
to the Platte river. 


About 1840 people began to drift 
into Nebraska and settle, although 
the U. S. government had forbidden 
white men to settle there. However 
there were daring ones, followed by 
others. A fur trading center had 
been established at Bellevue since 
1810. Other villages began. 
In the first bill asking that a ter- 


ritory be created, Mr. Douglas made 
no mention of slavery, but 
asked 
that Iowa laws be extended to Ne- 
braska. 
The /Iowa laws included 


only free white males as voters. 
Slavery Trouble. 


This bill was favorably reported 
in 1845 and then placed on general 
fil;;. There it remained never to be 
| reconsidered. The trouble in con- 
gress lay in the jealousy of the 
North, a rrpe labor society, and the 
South, a slave labor society. The 
Missouri compromise had been de- 
signed to settle forever slave terri- 
tory controversies. But it appeal*! 
evident the North might gain too 
much power in congress. Hence, 
the South was opposed to the en-

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A WATER BOARD FOR 


LINCOLN. 
N 


Commissioner William Schroeder. who for fifteen 


years has directed the activities of Lincoln's water 
department, is 77 years of age. For a man of his 
years Mr. Schroeder is exceedingly energetic and re- 
markably active. He is at his desk every day in the 
year. Whenever the occasion demands he is in the 
thick of the fight. Probably no man in Lincoln has 
a more accurate, intimate knowledge of Lincoln's wa- 
ter problems than Mr. Schroeder. Something more 
than pride in performing public duties conscientious- 
ly, jf at times somewhat blindly, has 
characterized 


.Mr. Schroeder's lonfe tenure of office. The water de- 
partment has been his life, and whatever ability and 
talent he possesses, he has drawn, upon it without 
stint to make that important branch a pronounced 
success. 


But in the natural course of events Mr. Schroeder 


will not be available for service indefinitely. If his 
health continues to be as good as it has been in re- 
cent years, even if his faculties are unimpaired by 
advancing age, there will come a time when Mr. 
Schroeder will want to retire. It is highly important 
Lincoln shall have some individual or some board pre- 
pared to take over Mr. Schroeder's heavy responsi- 
bilities. They should have the benefit of his long ex- 
perience. His knowledge of the problems of the water 
department is worth thousands of dollars to the city 
of Lincoln and some step should be taken to see full 
advantage is made of it. 


That is why the Lincoln city commission, including 


Mr. Schroeder, is at this time considering the ap- 
pointment of a water toard. The community is too 
large to entrust the water department to a single in- 
dividual. Its affairs should be placed in the hands of 
a number of men so that the death or incapacity of 
one man will not interfere with its effective function- 
ing. Few cities of the size of Lincoln leave the vital 
problem of a water supply wjth one man. 
• 
« • 


In Lincoln the urgency of a water tioard is the more 


pressing because the community will be compelled 
shortly to seek a new source of supply than the deep 
wells upon which the city has relied heretofore. In 
all probability it will require going a considerable 
distance, possibly to the Platte river at Ashland, and 
the expenditure of a considerable sum of money. 
There win be a new pumping station to be built, 
reservoirs to be constructed, and many miles of pipe 
to be laid, but before all of that there will be the 
need of a searching and thorough study. A project 
calling for the expenditure of a sum of money re- 
quired to establish a new water supply cannot be en- 
tered into lightly. 


There is a difference of opinion among the com- 


missioners with reference tc the board. Some 01 the 
commissioners are in favor of a group made up of 
outstanding business men, serving: voluntarily 
and 


without compensation. The theory is that the best 


t talent would be secured in this manner where it 
-might not be obtained if the places paid salaries. In 
other words It would be a case of the job seeking the 
. man rather than the man seeking the job. There are 
•a number of outstanding business leaders who would 
no doubt be glad to serve op the water board out of 
a sense of civic pride and public interest. That 
should be encouraged. But the board should be or- 
ganized strictly on a business basis, with compensa- 
tion for the members who serve. If they do not want 
to accept the salary they arc privileged to turn it 
over to the city, or Jo give if to charity. 


The point is that a paid'board emphasizes the im- 


portance of the responsibilities. It is not a voluntary 
or gratuitous service but one which the 'city believes 
to be important enough to pay for generously.

No time should be lost by the city commission in 


drafting the plan for the water board and submitting 
the proposition ta the voters of Lincoln. There 
should be no delay in the steps which will be needed 
to obtain a new water supply adequate for all emer- 
gencies which may confront the city. 


But if a water board is to take over the affairs of 


the water department, it would be wise that such ac- 
tion precedes a new search for a supply. Let the wa- 
ter board conduct the surveys or studies, employing 
the engineers and assuming full responsibility for the 
findings. Let the board report to the voters the con- 
clusions reached. Ptece the water problem in the

"EXCESSIVE HAY PRICES." 


That is a strange cry which comes from Maryland. 
The Corn Belt has heard a great deal' in recent 


years from the Atlantic seaboard states about the im- 
immutable law of supply and demand. Whenever the 
farmer raised an outcry because he felt he was be- 
ing 'discriminated against in governmental affairs, he 
was reminded economic law covered his case. 
The 


nation has passed through a protracted, destructive 
drouth. It has reduced production until farmers in 
drouth-afflicted areas are hard put to get sufficient 
feed to carry their livestock through the winter. Some 
of these prairie states, including Nebraska, with a 
large surplus of grains and hays, are being drawn up- 
on to furnish feed. 


But now that 
production has been reduced and 


prices have accordingly improved, the cry is raised 
that excessive demands are made. It would be a mag- 
nificent gesture of charity if the Nebraska farmer, 
with large crops, were to sacrifice his 
good fortune 


and take lower prices than hs could get in order to 
help others in distant stales. But the chances are he 
is going to get all iie can for what he has raised, and 
any fair-minded person will not criticise him if he 
does. That does not mean exploiting the misfortunes 
of others but it does mean he has a right to antici- 
pate a possible advance in prices if he is asked to dis- 
pose of his feed at this time. 


The national government, and other agencies can 


be expected 10 take care of farming sections along 
the seaboard if an actual need exists. The govern- 
ment should make credit available for farmers there, 
whose crops have been destroyed. That is all this re- 
gion has ever asked and frequently it has been much 
more than it has received. 


THE RIGHT TO CRITICISE. 


When Mo-or Love and other members of the city 


commission criticised policemen on account of their 
conduct at the time of the robbery of the 
Lincoln 


National bank. Commissioner Foster made the sug- 
gestion that his fellow officers would have done no 
better in the emergency, to which the mayor replied: 


"I am no police officer." 
And this was the perfect retort. The question at 


issue was not what Mayor Love, Governor Weaver, 
President Hoover or any other man v.'ould have done, 
but what Lincoln policemen should have done; and 
it may be/stated that this is, not intended as a criti- 
cism of or reflection upon any member of the local 
force. It is merely a justification of the right of one 
person to criticise the conduct and achievements of 
another without putting himself in the other's place. 


It is safe to assume that many men do not seek 


positions as policemen because they do not care to 
take on the responsibilities and'risks inseparable from 
such employment. Such, however, are fully capable 
of judging whether one who has accepted such office 
performs his full duty when called upon to do so. The 
critic may realize that he would not have arisen to 
the emergency and for that very reason he has not 
placed himself in position where he might be called 
upon to do so. 


On the other harid, the man who accepts the situ- 


ation assumes the responsibility 
and assumes the 


risk, and when he fails to fully and promptly respond 
he is amenable to criticism upon the part of those to 
whom he is responsible for his conduct He alone is 
the one whose actions are to be scrutinized and 
passed upon, and to inquire into what some other per- 
son might have done uncier like circumstances is to 
beg the question. 


A man need not be an actor to judge whether the 


one whose performance he is witnessing is an artist 
or a "ham." The most discriminating art critic may 
never have had a brush in his hands, while the one 
whose judgment in literature is accepted without 
question by writers and readers alike, may have writ- 
ten nothing whatever. It is not these critics, how- 
ever, who are on trial, and it will not do to say that 
they could have done no better than the ones they 
criticise. The latter have'assumed responsibilities and 
they must make good. . 


The same rule applies to policemen, mayors, gov- 


ernors and presidents.

Here and There 


Harvest Moon to Be Late. 


(Hartford Courant.) 
Charles Nevers Holmes tells some 


who knew it already, and many 
others -who forgot it within ad hour, 
that the harvest moon is "the full 
moon that shines nearest to the 
autumnal equinox. This equinox 
occurs on September 23. Septem- 
ber's full moon shines on the 7th, 
and therefore, there will be no har- 
vest moon this month. The fall 
moon of October comes nearer the 
autumnal equinox than does that of 
September. Accordingly the har- 
vesif-moon of 1930 will occur on 
October 7." 


Mr. Holmes adds that the Septem- 
ber moon will be bright and beau- 
tiful, and it will occur to most per- 
sons that, as a prophet, he has 
scored 100 per cent. We wish he 
would now tell us whether the pre- 
fix "harvest" was ralely earned in 
this country or whether it was used 
here because it as in England, 
where those gathering crops were 
able to make a longer day by utiliz- 
ing moonlight. Did the English 
harvest what they term, corn by 
moonlight, or did our ancestors 
shock corn—Indian corn—by the 
same light? In Connecticut, those 
farmers did who lived near the 
Sound, that is to say, within twelve 
miles of it, as they hauled the 
growth from salt marshes home- 
ward, using oxen for motive power. 
It gave time for meditation—and 
hunger. 
But after the harvest moon, post- 


poned until October this year, comes 
the hunters' moon in November. 
October's full moon freliuently looks 
upon frost, while November's is not 
infrequently seen through clouds of 
mist. The trees are bare for the 
most part, and it is most emphatic- 
ally the time for the hunter and for 
those -who are sufficiently sedate to 
relish a walk through woodland or 
old fields, since strolling in high- 
ways has 
become hazardous. A 


cornfield with the corn in shocks is 
sufficient incentive, and is all the 
more desirable if one does not carry 
a gun in the hope "that he can kill 
something which he does not want 
after having killed it. The harvest 
moon is radiant, but the hunters' 
moon is not to be despised. 


The Soviet's Gold Mines. 


(New 
York Times) - 
Not much surprise was felt by 
most readers of the other day's 
news that the Soviet had refused 
to accept the award against it by 
the arbitrators of the Lena Gold- 
fields 
claim, 
but 
the 
amount 
awarded — $65,000.000 — probably 
seemed surprising. Few were aware 
that a Russian gold-mining conces- 
sion, even in a term of years, could 
produce that sum. Yet notwith- 
standing Lenin's avowed contempt 
of the "bourgeoisie's" infatuation 
over gold (he once predicted that 
gold would some day be used "to 
decorate lavatories"). Russia's gold 
mines are still one of her impor- 
tant assets. Our own mint's esti- 
mates 
place the country today 
fourth on the list of the world's 
present gold producers, being ex- 
ceeded onlv by Canada, the Uniled 
States and" S-iuth Africa. 
Russian coil production now ex- 
ceeds $24,000.000 aniiually. which is 
not much short of the pre-war fig- 
ure. 
3Even in the revolutionary 
days of 1918 $12.000.000 was pro- 
duced. The yearlv output sank be- 
low $2.000.000 in 3920. immediately 
alter the Kolchak revolt, but it was 
soon restored to the older magni- 
tude. 
This production, which has ex- 
ceeded $320.000.005 :r. the last six 
>years, accounts for the other seem- 


ingly anomaly of a gold reserve of 
$105,000,000 in the 
Soviet State 
bank, or more than is held by the 
Bank of Japan. It is true these 
present holdings make poor com- 
parison with the Imperial Russian 
bank's $800,000,000 gold reserve in 
1914, which was then as large as 
the reserve at the Bank of Prance 
and twice as large as the Bank of 
England's. But that older reserve 
was exported, lost or dissipated long 
ago. 


Winter Forecasts. 
(New York Times.) 


After a hot summer and cold win- 
ter, is a prediction already made, 
but not by the government meteor- 
ologists. Intense heal for many 
days and the long drouth have given 
an opportunity to amateur weather 
prophets. Officsial records give these 
augurs no support, says Dr. Charles 
P. Marvin, chief of the United 
States weather bureau. 


If one thinks that a hot summer 
should follow a cold winter, and vice 
versa, the last year has furnished 
a dissipation of that idea as any 
rule to go by. The last winter, par- 
ticularly in the eastern part of the 
United States, was a mild one, and 
it was "followed by a remarkably hot 
summer. 


As Dr. Marvin points out, we are 


now in a period of temperatures 
above the normal, with less than 
average precipitation. "V/e have no 
basis on which we can successfully 
forecast for more than a fwe days 
ahead." he says. One of his prede- 
cessors. General Greeley, once stated 
that "the advances of meteorology 
are insufficient to justify predictions 
of the weather for. a saeson to 
come." 
I have come to the conclusion 
that nature feels no responsibility 
to make up deficits of precipitation 
or to balance the intensity of one 
season against the intensity of an- 
other. Excesses or deficiencies of 
temperature in cold spells and in 
hot spells follow no special rule of 
averages. Meteorologists say that 
in the long run these things will be 
balanced, but sometimes nature 
makes us wait a long time for the 
balancing. 


No exact cause can be found, ac- 


cording to the weather bureau, lor 
the heat waves and drouths of 1930. 
With regard to the winter of 1930- 
31. there is no evidence,of a coming 
change from the condition that has 
existed for several years.

We '.nay assume 
that if God is omniscient He knows 
the time and manner of every 
man's death. But in that case it is 
the 
event that determines 
the 


knowledge, not the knowledge the 
event. 
The crucial question, then, oe- 


becomes 
what 
determines that 


which is to be? There is no single 
factor to which the future event is 
to be traced. No man is entirely 
free and no man s entirely bound. 
Our choices are made within pre- 
scribed conditions, but, after all, we 
do choose. 
Taking this position, 
that we have a hand in our own af- 
fairs, we are justified in going on 
with our life, taking all- reasonable 
precautions and purposing to live as 
long as-we can.

Fight For Statehood. 


The battle for statehood began 


in 1864. Some objected, -^s it would 
place them under compulsory draft 
The vote finally came 35 to 
against. The meeting adjourned. 
The next attempt was in 1866. 

The meas 
ure was closely contested, winnin 
by a narrow margin of one nun 
dred. It was presented-to congres^ 
and passed.

This bill had ex 
eluded all but white males as vot 
ters, hence was not acceptable.

veto, making Nebraska a state 
March 3.
